WASHINGTON, June 19.—The 
Webb law forbidding interstate ship- 
ments of liquor into “dry States” is 
not a criminal gjatute and violations 
of it cannot be prosecuted in United 
States courts. Atty.-Gen. McRey- 
nolds so declared in instructions sent 
today to every United States attorney 


hibits such interstate traffic and con- 
tains no penalty for infractions. 

“Ita purpose,” said the Attorney- 
General, “js to permit State laws to 
operate in respect of intoxicating 
liquors moving in interstate com- 
merce.”’ 

The law simply deprives shippers of 
any privileges they might claim on the 
ground of interstate commerce and 
permits the application of State pro- 
hibition laws to interstate commerce 
in liquors. 

This is the first time the Depart- 
ment of Justice has construed the 
Webb law, which was declared un- 
constitutional by former President 
Taft and former Atty.-Gen. Wicker 
sham.

ESCAPES FROM THE CAPITAL 
DESPITE THE REBELS. 


(BY FEDERAL (WIRELESS) LINE TO THE TIMES. | 

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, June 19.—(Special Dis- 
patch.] Forced to flee the Mexican 
war region under heavy escort pro- 
vided by her friends, Mrs. Annette 
| Quinian, the pretty girl wife of Hari 
Quinlan, of Los Angeles, arrived this 
morning on the British steamer Co- 
lusa, which entered this port for the 
first time with thirty-six refugees from 
the west coast. 

Mrs. Quinian left her home a few 
months ago to visit friends in Mexico 
The trip by rail was unevent- 


For a time while in the capital she 
believed that the rumors of war that 
reached her were mere exaggerations. 

When the date for her return ar- 
rived friends told her that it would 
be impossible for her to get away. 
“The roads to the north were me 
daily harassed by bandits who call 
themselves rebels. 

Despite her incredulous laughter 
they soon convinced her that the hor- 
rors of war were really being expe- 
rienced by travelers. 

ESCORTED TO MAZATLAN. 


When she explained that it was 
really necessary for her to return they 
used their influence to obtain a large 
escort for her to Mazatian, where she 
boarded the Colusa. 2 
The Colusa, which will make this 
port regularly hereafter, is one of the 
large boats of the New York and 


men who sought refuge aboard the 
vessel all had tales of encounters with 
rebel Mexican bandits to relate. 

Peter Oleson and his wife, Jacolina 
de Christiansen Oleson, of Jutlano, 
Denmark, told how the bandit hordes 
had ravaged their plantation near 
Michoacan, 6n the border line of the 
State of Colinas, and forced them to 
abandon all of their property. 

“Even our house was taken from 
us, and we were forced to get out,” 
said Oleson. 

“The bandits all call themselves 
rebels, nq matter who is in control 
of the government, and all ravage the 


property of the strangers and for- 
eigners. 
“We tried hard to save ours. I 


have been interested in mines in Mexi- 
co for a number of years, and recent- 
ly purchased a large plantation. 

“About four months ago the ‘rebels’ 
began to annoy us, and a few weeks 
ago they entered our grounds and 
boldly demanded that we ‘vamoose.’ 

“I tried to buy them off. They took 
the money and laughed at us. So we 
had to go. 

“IT have a friend who is interested 
in the Roosevelt Dam, and _ while 
aboard the Colusa If sent him a wire- 
less message accepting his offer to in- 
spect the project.”

WASHINGTON, Jun? 19.—The first 
step toward the sweeping reorganiza- 
tion of the customs service which goes 


into effect on July 1 was taken when 
Secretary McAdoo sent detailed in- 
structions to collectors and officers of 
customs throughout the country to 
govern the collections of duties under 
the new system on all importations 
into the United States. 

With the reduction of the number 
of customs districts frum 182 to forty- 
nine, the keynote of the new Tregula- 
tions is a concentration of customs 
administration In the hands of the 
collectors at the headquarters of each 
district. Final appraisal of importa- 
tions will be made by the appraiser at 
each port, an estimated amount of 
duties deposited and the merchandise 
immediately released. 

The appraisal then will be sent to 
the collector at the headquarters of 
the district, where final liquidation 
will be made. The collector decide 
whether an appeal should be made to 
the oard of general appraisers.

ernment. To refuse to ratify the 
treaty of arbitration with Japan while 
ratifying those with other countries 
would be apt to intensify the feeling 
there againet the United States. 
SENATE OPPOSITION. 

' ‘The opposition in the Senate to the 
British treaty, which has been led 
by Senator Lewis of Illinois, is due 
to the fear that Great Britain will 
persist in her demand for the ar- 
‘bitration, under the terms of the 
treaty, of thé Panama Canal tolls 
‘question. The opposition to the Jap- 
anese treaty developed by the Sena- 
tors from the Pacific Coast is due to 
the possibility that Japan would de- 
mand the arbitration of the California 
and Arizona questions. 

The treaties provide for the refer- 
ence of all questions except those of 
honor and vital interest to The Hague, 
so that if this country were to con- 
sent to the proposals of Great Britain 
and Japan, it would bind itself to 
accept the judgment of tribunals on 
which probably there would be no 
American represeptation. 

WILSON’'S TACTICS. 

President Wilson has sought to al- 
lay the opposition by saying neither 
of the questions will be subject to the 
application of the treaties. More- 
over, under the provisions of the 
treaties, the contracting governments, 
before referring them to arbitration, 
must enter into preliminary agree- 
ments. 

In the case of ghe United States it 
is specifically provided by the treaties 
that “such special agreements on the 
part of the United States will be 
made by the President of the United 
States, by and with the consent of the 
Senate.” Thus to dispose of the 


} Panama Canal tolls question by ar- 


bitration under the proposed treaty, 
it would be necessary for the Secre- 
tary of State to sign an agreement 
with the British Ambassador and this 
agreement, before it would be effec- 
tive, would have to receive the ap- 
proval of the Senate. 

A like procedure would have to be 
observed in respect of the California 
and Arizona question. There is a 
doubt, however, as to whether it 
would be sufficient for such agree- 
ments to receive the approval of only 
a majority instead of two-thirds of 
the Senate as in the case of treaties. 
Because of this doubt the opponents 
of the demand for equal treatment of 
British shipping passing through the 
canal are unwilling to ratify the 
treaty of arbitration. The same rea- 
son inspires the opposition of the 
Pacific Coast Senators to the Japanese 
convention. 

The President has discussed this 
matter personally with Senators 
Lewis, Chamberlain of Oregon, Works 
of California, O'Gorman of New York 
and others and today had a final 
conference with Senator Bacon, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations. It is the belief 
of the administration that it will be 
victorious if a vote can be obtained. 

The opponents of the treaties 
realize this fact, but they can delay 
action indefinitely by talking when- 
ever the treaties are brought up in 
executive session. They would be will- 
ing to ratify the treaties if the Presi- 
dent would make an engagement with 
Great Britain and Japan not to de- 
mand the arbitration of the Panama 
Canal tolls question and the California 
and Arizona questions. The President, 
however, will not listen to these pro- 


poea ls. 
The answer of the United States to 
ten days ago in reference to the Call- 


ten representations made by Japan 


fornia and Arizona question will be 
delivered next week. It will constitute 
a reiteration of the attitude of the 
United States in support of the ac- 
tion of California and Arizona as de- 
scribed in the note of this govern- 
ment to the original Japanese protest. 

The way in which the response of 
the President will be received ‘by the 
Japanese people will determine the 
immediate character of our relations 
with the Far Eastern empire. 


ESQUIMAU CANNIBALISM. 


The People Won't Steal, But They 

Think Nothing of Murder and Eat 

Each Other When Starving. 

{London Standard:] A great work 
is being done far up on the northeast 
shores of Hudson Bay in converting 
the wandering Indians and Esqui- 
!'maux who inhabit that desolate re- 
gion to Christianity. A devoted little 
band of three or four Christian pio- 
neers is stationed, there and em- 
ber of that Arctic mission, “who ig in 
England for a short leave, gave some 
of his experiences of the country and 
its people. 

“I am stationed at a tiny settlement 
on Great Whale River,” said the Rev. 
W. G. Walton, “and the ‘town’ «on- 
sists of two houses and a ‘store.’ I 
live at one of the houses with a Hud- 
son Bay trader. We get two mails 
a year out there, but the newspapers 
only visit us once, so that you can 
imagine our expectation when news- 
paper day comes around. At the end 
of August every year g ship calls, and 
we have to be very careful to remem- 
ber to order, everything we want, he- 
cause if we forget anytling we should 
have to wait,another year. The Es- 
quimaux never wash themselves. 1 
have often seen an Esquimau woman 
washing her young children like a cat 
does a_ kitten—by licking them all 
over. Their only means of livelihood 
lies in catching seals. They are al- 
ways on the lookout for seal adles 
in the ice. They eat the blubber— 
that is, the fat of the seal—and clothe 
themselves or at any rate make their 
trousers out of sealskin. It is very 
cold—45 degrees Kplow as a 
rule—and we Européang have to keep 
roaring fires in every room of our 
house. 

“The people don’t live in villages, 
but separately in families, so as to 
have as wide a field for hunting as 
possible. They are a very revengeful 
people, A short while ago an Esqui- 
mau was out hunting and saw a black 
dot in the distance on the ice. On ap- 
proaching he made certain that it was 
a seal just protruding from a seal 
hole. He fired and hit it, but when 
Le got up to it he found that he had 
accidentally shot a man. He called 
on the widow, said how sarry he was 
and, promising to help the woman, 
asked for forgiveness. The son of 
the dead man entered and when he 
heard rushed off and killed all the un- 
fortunate hunter’s family in revenge. 
In retaliation the hunter killed all the 
dead man’s family, and so the feud 
began. When we were informed of 
this and ceme to investigate we found 
that there was only one man surviv- 
ing out of two families of about sev- 
enteen persons. We could do nothing 
but lecture the survivor. 

“They were terribly lawless until 
we came, and even now, when in the 
grip of starvation, commit the most 
awful deeds. Lately a mother, rav- 
aged terribly by hunger, went to the 
length of eating her two children. An- 
other killed his wife and lived on her 
and when she Lad been eaten up tried 
to murder three other men’s children. 
Luckily he was prevented. There are 
no native laws. They don’t steal, but 
think nothing of murder. When they 
are ‘put out,’ as the saying goes, they 
must take a life. They don’t mind 
whom they kill when they are angry, 
as long as they kill sone one. There 
is no sort of punishment for the 
'erime. They are very fond of sing- 
ing. and their favorite or only game 
is connected therewith. A piece of 
seal bone, with a little hole tm it, is 
suspended from the ‘roof.’ They all 
sit around the ‘room’ and each tries 
to throw an arrow into the hole. He 
who succeeds has to sing a song, and 
he who sings most songs wins the 
game. They get enormously enthu- 
siastic over this pastime. They nave 
large families and the race would 
increase tremendously were it not fur 
accidents and murders. They are, 
however, very impressed by the Chris- 
tlan creed, and we are 


getting them to change their ways.

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RAILROAD LOSES SUTT. 

Fe Ends in Verdict for the Brad- 

bury Estate. 

One of the most stubborniy-con- 
tested damage suits tried in the Unit- 
ed States District court ended last 
night in a $4500 verdict for the 
Bradbury Estate, in the suit against 
the Atchison, Topeka ahd Santa Fe 
Railroad. 

The suit grew out of the 
done to land by the high water near 
Monrovia in March, 1911, when a 
corporation bridge diverted the flood 
waters from their natural channel, 
caused the water to wash the soll 
from thirty acres of property owned 
by the Bradbury estate. The suit was 
for $14.999. The land destroyed was 
for farming purposes. 

It was urged on behalf of the rail- 
road company that diligence had been 
exercised and that except for the 
fact that a long dyke had been erect- 
ed by the Baidwin heirs, the water 
would not have inundated the land. 

In his charge to the jury, Judge 
Wellborn laid down the doctrine that 
even if the erection of the dyke had 
endangered the management of the 
water, it was the duty of the defend- 
ants to take the care necessary to 
prevent the flood from sweeping over 
the: country.

A careful estimate made by Maj. Pang- 
borm from statistics furnished by railroad 
officials places the number of tramps in- 
festing the railroads of the United States 
at 430,000.

The chinchbugs chew the corn and 
wheat, which keeps the farmer flinching;

If he 
should buy a load of drugs and try to ease 
| bis sorrow, by killing off ten million bugs, 
there’d be far-more tomorrow. And so he 
feele misfortune’s pinch, ard groans be- 
neath the pinchers, and lets the bugs go on 
and chinch with their back-action chinch- 
ers. The cutworms kill the wheat and corn 
with double-action cutters; the farmer 
leaves his house at morn, and views his 
fields, and mutters some language of ma- 
genta tint, which here must be omitted; 
it wouldn't make a hit in print—for chil- 
dren ‘tisn't fitted. He goes to town to get 
relief by drinking soda fizzers, and while 
he tells about his grief, the cutworms wield 
their scissors. This sort of thing we hear 
each spring, and oftentimes we wonder that 
crops are raised at all, by jing, since they're 
all knocked to thunder. The farmers in 
the fall, indeed, bring in their loaded wag- 
ons; no consolation do they need, no com- 
forting with flagons. So let the humble 
cutworm cut, the chinchbug do its carving;

Away with lowa Man—Pacific

RIVERSIDE, June 19.—Word re- 
ceived today by Chief of Police Cor- 
rington from the Los Angeles chief, 
indicates that the latter inclines to 
the theory of a crime in the case of L. 
Owens whose body was found floating 
on Fairmount Park lake Saturday 
morning. 

Chief Corrington still thinks that 
Owens committed suicide. On the 
person of the dead man were found 
letters from a Helen Brown. Owens 
was last seen in Los Angeles in com- 
pany with two women, and it is the 
opinion of the Riverside chief that the 
women came west with Owens, worked 
him for gis money which he drew out 
of the Brooklyn (Iowa) bank before 
starting, and later deserted him. 

The Helen Brown whose name ap- 
pears in the letters, is presuthed to be 
one of the women seen in Los Angeles. 
She has been located in Hailey, Idaho, 
after being traced to various cities, 
and word is expected from her any 
day. She will be held pending an in- 
vestigation into her relations with 
Owens.

-WOULD BUILD ANEW. 
WHARF AT FIRST STREET. 

President Woodman of the Harbor 
Commission presented to the Board of 
Public Works yesterday the project of 
building anew the First-street wharf 
at San Pedro, the only public landing 
the city has at present at San Pedro. 
The new structure would have sixty 
feet of water frontage and would be 
forty feet deep. Its cost is estimated 
at $1675, and Woodman urged that 
the new wharf be constructed by 
‘funds from the original bond issue, in 
the hands of the Public Works Board. 
Special Counsel Hewitt has stated 
that this cen be done. 

The express compaines have recent- 
ly made a contract with boat owners 
for the handling of express acrgss this 
wharf, and the city’s income from 
wharfage ~—. would run to more 
than $60 a nth there, so that the 
building of the wharf is considered a 
good business investment. The sub- 
ject will be acted at the next 
meeting of the rbor Advisory 
Board. 


More Flashers Needed. 
' The Budget Committee has made 
provision in the new budget for the 
purchase of four new street fushers. 
The street department is compelled 
at present to work its flushers and 
men overtime, and for this reason it 
igs desirous of securing the new flush- 


ers as speedily as possible. 
The Board of Public Wor decided 
yesterday, to ask the City Council for 


authority to advertise immediately 
for bids on these flushers. As they 
will have to be shipped from the east, 
the appropriation will be available by 
the time the necessary legal procedure 
for their purchase can be 
through. 


With Spread Out Lights. 
_ The Board of Public Works adopted 
yesterday the recommendation of City 
BPlectrician Manahan that the arc 
lamips on Sixth, Eighth and Ninth 
streets, within the district where or- 
namental lights are to be placed, be 
removed and spread out along these 
streets outside the ornamenta! light 
district. This will materially 
the well lighted zone. ; 


Must Remove Piling. 

A formal order was made by the 
Board of Public Works yesterday, in- 
structing the harbor engineer to re- 
move the shattered piling at the 
municipal pier No. 1, in the outer 
harbor, which were found defective 
because of the admixture of water- 
proofing. Other piles of this char- 
acter are stored on the beath to sea- 
son, with the expectation that they 
will be usable within a few weeks. 

Would Require Conduits. 

City Eléctrician Manahan recom- 
mended to the Streets and Boulevards 
Committee yesterday that the public 
utility corporations be required to 
place their conduits in the streets 
east of Los Angeles street and be- 
tween Macy and Seventh streets that 
are to be paved under one general 
proceedings, as decided upon by the 
committee this week. Manahan does 
not recommend, however, that the 
utilities companies be required to 

their wires within this district 
in the conduits at this time, as they 
have not sufficient business within the 
district to justify this expense. He 
believes, however, that the conduits 
should be placed before the paving is 
laid, so that the paving will not have 
to be disturbed later for this purpose. 
so recommend to 

the Council. 

Excavation Ordinance. 

The Board of Public Works has 
given its approval to the plan of In- 
spector of Public Works Hansen pro- 
viding that the city’s street depart- 
ment shall do the back-filling and 
replacing of paving when public util- 
ities make excavations in streets or 
alleys, and that the cost of such work 
be collected in advance from the com- 
panies. This is interded to insure 
satisfactery work and eliminate the 
numerous complaints that arise un- 
der the present system.

The millionaire was identified for 
the first time yesterday by Mrs. Levy 
and later by Helen Cleo Barker, both 
of whom met him at the East Adams- 
street house of Mrs. Josie Rosenberg. 
Mrs. Levy stated she received from 
$500 to $800 from the millionaire, 
known to her as Mr. King and later 
as George H. Bixby of Long Beach. 
Mise Barker said that Mrs. Rosen-’ 
berg had waited on a Mr. Fleming, “a 
lawyer, or something like that.” 

The cross-examination by Frank

was so strenuous that # caused the 
frail girl to wilt. She admitted that 
she had not told all of the truth at 
the preliminary examination, and this 
will be used by Dominguez before the 
jury to impeach her testimony yes- 
terday.
